represented his employer at the 
meeting, said that tlie plan ol' the 
tobacco growers having a co-oper- 
ative manufactory had been a pet 
idea of Mr. Haggin for three or 
four years.

duty to be set out in full l)y aliidavit by tlie person so failing and dui\ 
certified by order of court to the Auditor or other paying officer, there 
shall be deducted from the amount of the salary of such officer there- 
after paid to hiiii liy Stale or county such an amount as the total num 
Ler of days during tiie year in which he failed or rieulected to discharge 
his duty bears to the whole number of days in the year for which he 
received compensation; and so much of said amount so deducted as is 
nece'-^ary shall lie applie(l to the piynient of a m-kci \i. .ifixjK or other 
oUicer who pei forms the duly of the .m'ixik oi' oIlictM- so failing." 

8k( TUJN '"It shall be ihe duly of the County Judge, by an 

order entered of record, to enforce the provisions of the preceding 
section as against County AttOrne.vs, and it shall be the duty of the 
Fiscal C'Mirt to enforce its provisions as against the County Judge; and 
it sliall be the duty of the Circuit Judge to enforce its provisions as 
against the Commonwealth's Attorney in his district, by an order 
entered of record, a copy of which shall Ix' sent as soon as entered by 
Clerk of the Court to the Auditor of I'ulilic Accounts. It shall be the

A quite 
different proposition is this from the 
modiflcatien of a ersdal statement 
-Lsslle'a.
